SEASONABLE  NOTES. 


SEED  POTATOES 


The  open  weather  for  the  past  few  weeks  has  started  a very 
heavy  demand  for  both  garden  and  field  seeds.  Prices  of  all 
seeds  are  very  reasonable  in  price  now,  and  farmers  are  gen- 
erally availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  putting  in  per- 
manent crops  in  place  of  cotton  and  tobacco,  at  a greatly  re- 
duced cost  of  seeding.  The  demand  for  both  Grasses  and 
Clover  is  unusually  hea^T,  and  as  a result  there  is  a strong 
tendency  towards  higher  prices.  We  confidently  believe  that 
prices  on  practically  the  entire  list  of  field  seeds  have  reached 
their  low  level  for  this  season,  and  urge  our  customers  to  buy 
their  requirements  as  early  as  possible,  to  be  sure  of  getting 
the  best  of  stocks  as  well  as  having  the  seed  available  when 
the  right  time  for  planting  is  at  hand. 

The  demand  for  Seed  Oats  this  spring  has  been  unusually 
good,  and  as  a result  stocks  of  some  varieties  are  running  | 
low.  The  Grain  Market  has  recently  shown  good  signs  ol 
higher  prices,  and  there  is  good  prospects  for  better  prices  at 
harvest  time. 

RED  CLOVER  is  in  very  hea"\T  demand  this  spring,  due  to 
the  unusually  low  price  prevailing  now  in  comparison  to  last 
year.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  put  in  all  adaptable  land 
to  this  wonderful  forage  crop  and  soil  improver.  The  low 
price  at  which  the  seed  can  be  secured  now  makes  it  a very 
desirable  crop  to  sow  for  fall  and  winter  pasturage,  as  well  as 
increasing  the  productivity  of  the  soil  to  a wonderful  extent. 

A mixture  of  eight  pounds  of  Red  Clover,  two  pounds  of 
Alsike,  six  pounds  of  Alfalfa,  make  an  excellent  combination, 
and  will  insure  an  excellent  crop,  as  the  Alsike  Clover  will 
stand  more  adverse  weather  conditions  as  well  as  taking  on 
most  any  kind  of  land,  and  the  Alfalfa  will  make  a good  show- 
ing if  dry  weather  prevails.

From  the  information  we  have  at  hand  there  will  be  a very 
small  crop  of  potatoes  planted  throughout  the  South  this 
spring.  The  planting  in  the  extreme  Southern  States  is  far 
below  normal  this  year,  which  is  partly  due  to  the  very  low 
prices  that  farmers  are  getting  for  their  potatoes  now.  The 
present  available  supply  is  fast  being  exhausted,  and  with  only 
one-half  to  three-quarters  of  a crop  planted,  there  wall  un- 
doubtedly be  a decided  increase  in  prices  when  the  new  crop 
is  harvested.  The  Potato  Market  has  already  shown  .signs  of 
strength,  and  very  heavy  purchases  are  being  made  at  the 
low  prevailing  prices. 

Our  Maine  Grown  Seed  Potatoes  have  long  had  a reputation 
for  superiority  in  quality  and  productiveness,  and  our  trade 
in  these  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  South.  The  stocks  which 
we  offer  are  all  especially  grown  for  seed  purposes  in  the  best 
potato  districts  in  this  country,  and  are  much  superior  to  the 
stocks  ordinarily  sold.  We  use  the  greatest  care  in  supplying 
our  customers  with  the  best  stocks  obtainable,  and  every  b^  is 
thoroughy  hand  picked  and  inspected  before  being  snipped. 

The  best  varieties  for  planting  now  are  the  COBBLER 

and  RED  RiVER  OHIO,  the  former  being  much  more  popular 
throughout  the  Southern  States.  The  RED  RIVER  OHIO,  how- 
evei,  is  a very  fine  variety  for  home  table  use,  being  a good 
keeper,  with  white  flesh,  cooks  dry  and  mealy.  For  later 
planting  we  recommend  the  GREEN  MOUNTAIN  and  RURAL 
NEW  YORKER,  both  being  very  good  producers  and  of  excel- 
lent table  qualities.

THE  SPRING  SOWING  OF  ALFALFA  is  increasing  to  a large 
extent  throughout  the  South  with  good  results.  Can  be  sown 
satisfactorily  during  the  month  of  March  in  North  and  South 
Carolina  and  Tennessee,  and  any  time  from  March  15th  to 
May  1st  in  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Maryland  and  other  adjoin- 
ing States.  Always  reniember  that  you  are  making  a three  to 
four  year  investment  when  sowing  Alfalfa,  and  special  care 
should  be  used  in  preparing  the  soil  and  obtaining  only  the 
best  American  grown  seed.  It  is  very  desirable  for  this"  crop 
to  commence  preparing  the  soil  sometime  before  seeding,  so 
as  to  have  the  ground  in  first-class  condition.  An  application 
of  from  1 to  tons  of  lime  per  acre  is  advisable,  especially 
where  there  is  any  acidity  of  soil.  Sow  at  the  rate  of  20  to 
30  pounds  to  the  acre.  Detail  information  regarding  the  prep- 
aration of  the  soil,  seeding,  etc.,  is  given  on  page  64  of  our 
Spring  Catalog.

The  hogs  can  be  turned  into  the 
field  where  they  are  grown  and  allowed  to  harvest  the  crop 
themselves.  We  strongly  recommend  to  our  customers  to  plant 
more  extensively  of  artichokes,  as  it  is  a most  healthy  and 
nutritious  food  for  hogs,  as  well  as  for  cattle,  sheep  and  horses. 
Plant  and  cultivate  the  same  as  potatoes.  It  requires  from  four 
to  five  bushels  to  plant  an  acre.

They  can 
be  satisfactorily  grown  on  any  land  suitable  for  corn,  cotton  or 
peanuts,  succeeding  especially  well  on  light  sandy  soils.  The 
feeding  value  of  Chufas  is  about  equal  to  corn,  and  gives  the 
meat  a decidedly  sweeter  taste.  Chufas  can  be  planted  during 
the  latter  part  of  March  to  the  1st  of  June,  and  are  ready  to 
be  grazed  in  about  four  months.  Plant  in  2%  to  3-foot  rows, 
dropping  from  three  to  five  Chufas  together  15  to  18  inches 
apart  in  rows  and  covering  to  a d^th  of  about  two  inches.
